The press despatches announcing 
the decision of the Privy Council in 
the case between the Alberta govern- 
ment and the Canadien Pacific Mail- 
Way, conveyed an erroneous impres- 
gion as to the effect of the judgment. 
Vhe text of their lordships’ judgment, 
@s piven out, was “that land were not 


taxable unti) twenty years after the 
actual grant of letters patent to the 
settler, even should there be a dela) 


of many years on his part in taking 
out those letters patent.’ 

Ss. B. Woods, K.C., who. represented 
the Alberta government before the 
Privy Council, jssued a statemen) this 
morning to correct the erroneous im- 
pression conveyed by the despatch and 
to draw the. attention of the public to

“Once an agreement of gsule is 


made,” said Mr. Woods, speaking to 
members of the press, ‘letters patent 
to the company are immediately — ts- 
sued and a transfer negotiated to the 


individual. Letters patent to the jn- 
dividual are not issued till the last 
payment is made. 

“An announcement such as that 


eontained in the despatches,’ cotinu- 
ed Mr. Woods, “might induce farmers 
to grab up C.P.R. land with the idea 
that it would not he taxable for twenty 
years, and a farmer would be quite 
surprised jmmediately on hig cecupa- 
tion of his land to reesive a tax 
notice. Such an idea that occupa- 
tion does not take place till the final 
Jetters patent are Issued to the settler 
is perfectly ridiculous.” 
Mr. Woods drew attention to the

assessed in respect of this kind of 
land and are continuing to do so. This 
concession, Which the government 
forced from the railway company as 
the result of bringing the actions that 
have recently been dismissed, is a very 
important one and @ very substantial 
ain to the province, andit shows how 
erroneous it is to represent that the 
settler upon C.P.R. land is free from 
taxes,
